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Former Mayor Reflects on Past 
Accomplishments, Future Prospects

Gil Weidenfeld, private 
citizen, is a little lost these 
days. After 22 years on the 
Greenbelt City Council, 14 
of them as mayor, he misses 
the meetings be attended at 
least three nights a week, 
the urgent telephone calls 
from citizens, the strategy 
sessions where he was a key 
player. He is proud of his 
role in purchasing parkland, 
building a new school and 
constructing an indoor 
swimming pool. 

Having decided not to run for 


another term on the city council, ° 


Weidenfeld is looking at the 
county council as the most. likely 
place in which to immerse his po- 
litical] energies. While he has 
not formally announced his in- 
tentions, he has given every in- 
dication of his desire to run, 
The passage of term limits in 
the 1998 general election means 
that Greenbelt’s (and Bowie’s) 


Castaldi cannot continue on the 


County Council. Castaldi, has 
already announced his desire to 
seek the job of County Executive. 

Weidenfeld sees himself as part 
of a field of newcomers with op- 
portunities for change in a poli- 
tical scene that has been some- 
what stagnant for the past 10 
years. At least six county coun- 
cil members and a county execu- 
tive will be elected for the first 
time. “We will need strong lead- 
ership,” he asserts. Citing a long 
record of achievements, he views 
himself as experienced in local 
government, knowledgeable about 
the issues and an effective con- 
sensus ‘builder. 

County Issues 

Weidenfeld ticks off the criti- 
cal issues he perceives as facing 
the county: combating crime, im- 
proving education, controlling 
growth and what he calls “polish- 
ing up Prince Georges County’s 
image.’ 

“We need more effective ways 
to achieve safer streets,’ he de- 
clares earnestly. ““‘We need more 
police and more crime prevention 
programs. More people are con- 
cerned now about crime because 
it’s not just in someone else’s 
community any more.” 

When queried as to the cost of 
more police, he indicates that 
federal grants are available which 
will support community policing, 
a program he supports. 

“The image of the county is 
perceived by the schoo] system,” 
Weidenfeld maintains. “We have 
fallen behind in State perform- 
ance standards. We need to look 
at our schools and improve the 
performance of students through 
outreach programs that bring in 
the private sector to work with 
the schools,” he remarks. 

Using Greenbelt as his exam- 
ple, Weidenfeld indicates that he 
would favor controlled growth, 


“Public facilities must be availa- 
ble before development starts. We 
also need to seek more amenities 
from developers.” He favors 
night meetings of the county 
council to make the county gov- 
ernment more accessible to the 
citizens, 
Science Leadership 

In spite of vigorovs image cam- 
paigns conducted by coumty offi- 
cials over the past 20 years, Wei- 
denfeld feels that Prince Georges 
County is viewed as a jurisdiction 
with a high crime rate and poor 
schools. He seeks to present a 
more positive picture of the coun- 
ty by emphasizing the high tech 
industries that have located here, 
and promoting the county as the 
home of science and technology 
centers. He points to the Belts- 
vite Agricultural Center, NASA’s 
Goddard Space Flight Center, the 
Seience Center in Bowie, Bowie 
State and the University of 
Maryland as outstanding facilities 
not matched elsewhere. 

Looking back on his political 
life, he smiles at the parochial 
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tember 1971. “I wanted a com- 
munity center for Springhill 
Lake.” he says. “I lived there at 
the time, and there were no rec- 
reation facilities. Plus, there was 
a major highway dividing ithe city 
that made it difficult for Spring- 
hill Lake residents to use the 
recreation facilities in the core of 
Greenbelt,” 

As he and others elected from 
Springhi:] Lake achieved their 
goal, Weidenfeld found that he 
enjoyed being on the city council. 
He also developed a broader range 
of interests. He supported the 
development of senior citizen 
housing, and views ithe construc- 
tion of Green Ridge House as 
one of his highest achievements. 
“Green Ridge House is a model 
for the State and I feel real good 
about it,” he affirms. 

He lost only one battle, he says, 
while on ‘the city council, and that 
was the first referendum, in the 
1970s, on construction of the in- 
door swimming pool, Two de- 
cades later, the indoor pool is a 
reality in which he feels enor- 


mous pride.

On Roosevelt Center Parking 


Patience Begets Satisfaction 


by Dorothy Sucher 

Work on the reconstruction of the parking lots at 
Roosevelt Center has been severely disrupted by the recent 
bad weather, but “if people will be patient, I think every- 
one will be satisfied,’ according to Celia Wilson, Greenbelt’s 
Director of Planning and Development. Only a few more 
weeks of work remain, and the job is still slated for com- 
pletion by spring, although Wilson stated that no exact 
date can be given at this point because of the uncertainty 
of weather conditions for the remainder of the winter. 


At present, construction of 
new curbs, gutters, and planting 
areas has been completed in tne 
north and west parking lots, and 
erews are at work on the final 
lot behind the Co-op. When they 
have finished, the last phase-- 
repaving—wil]l begin. Portions vf 
bad pavement will be removed 
and replaced (more than origin- 
ally planned. because of dam- 
age caused by recent sub-zero 
weather). Areas still in good 
condition will be resurfaced. 
Wihen the job is done, the lots 
will have been completely covered 
with a new asphalt coating. 

More Parking Spaces 

The renovation will result jn 
409 parking spaces. 13 more than 
the 396 available before. There 
will be a row for compact cars. 
Although the overall area has 


not increased, “more efficient use.. 


of space,” according to Wilson, 

yielded the additional slots as 

wel] as extra green space. 
Traffic om some of the aisles 


_ will be one-way and on others 


two-way, Cars will be parked at 
a 90 degree angle to the curb, 
instead of diagonally as before. 
This will give drivers the option 
of approaching in two directions, 
where signs indicate that this is 
permitted. Wilson commented, 
“The lot logically moves in cer- 
tain ways, and we don’t thirk 
people will have difficulty getting 
used to the new patterns.” 

Wilson foresaw no change, in 
the number of Post Office ve- 
hicles in the lower parking |ct. 
commenting that it is a public 
lot and residents and those con- 
ducting business in the center 
have a right to use it. The city 
has no plans to restrict the use 
of the lot. The drive-in mailbox 
will be restored, when the work 
is completed, 

Landscaping 

Parking aisles have been sep- 
arated by new islands of lard- 
scaping that are wide enough s9 
that flowering trees can flourish 
without being stunted, Under the 
direction of city horticulturist 
Bill Phalen, crape myrtle have 
been planted, to bloom in the

summer. Rows of stepping 
stones, placed at frequent imter- 
vals, will help keep the soil from 
being trampled. Each island hus 
an irrigation system; the flexible 
black piping that now protrudes 
will be cut off at ground level.

GBC Identifies Priorities

On Sunday, February 6, 12 
members of the Greenbelt Bi- 
eycle Coalition (GBC) met for 
a special work session to review 
transportation improvement pro- 
jects under consideration by city 
council for implementation in the 
coming year. The coalition iden- 
tified 10 priority projects. Two 
were selected from a list of over 
40 compiled by city staff. The 
other eight originated with GBC. 
Selections were based on GBC’s 
mission statement which calls for 
a more bicycle friendly Green- 
belt. 

The GBC’s draft recommenda- 
tions are listed in priority order: 
(1) Provide wide curb lanes on 
Hanover Parkway from Schrom 
Hills Park to Good Luck Road 
when the road is reconstructed 
for development; (2) conduct a 
feasibility study for a Greenbelt 
Road overpass to the high scho)]; 
(3) Repave and extend pavement 
on six foot shoulders on Crescent 
Road and mark for bike lanes: 
(4) Widen the trail to at least 
10 feet from the State Highway 
Administration driveway to the 
Capitol Office Park service road: 
(5) Conduct a feasibility study 
for the safe crossing at Kenil- 
worth Avenue; (6) Stripe Cherry- 
wood Lane for bicycle lanes from 
Ivy Lane to Metro Drive; (7) 
Extend birycle path from North- 
way ball fields to NASA inter- 
change of Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway and coordinate with 
NASA and National Park Service 
to complete trail to Goddard; (8) 
Install bike route signage for a 
cross Greenbelt bike route; (9) 
Upgrade bicycle parking facili- 
ties; and (10) Install a sidewalk 
on the east side of Southway 
from Ridge to Greenbelt Road. 

The finalized list of transpor- 
tation improvement projects will 
be voted upon by the full GBC 
membership at its regular meet- 
ing, February 28, at the Green- 
belt Police Station,

Center School Controversy 

Tine biggest controversy during 
his tenure in office was the reno- 
vation of (Center School as oppos- 
ed to building a new school in 
the north end of town. “This is- 
gue caused splits in families and 
differences between friends,” he 
says. “It was one of those issues 
where no One was right or wrong, 
but rather it was which decision 
served the community’s interest 
more,’ he reflected. In the end, 
the community voted to build a 
new school and turn Center 
Schoo] Into @ community center. 
Weidenfeld regrets that he is no 
longer on the city council as it 
shapes the final conversion of 
Center Schoo] into a communiiy 
center, 

He ‘s proud of his role in renc- 
vating the Roosevelt Center and 
building ‘the new police station. 
He enjoyed the projects essocia- 
ted with the city’s celebration of 
the 50th Anniversary in 1987. 
which he describes as a high 
‘point. 

Weidenfeld praises the work of 
the city councils over the years. 
He views the former counczils as 
generally harmonious, reflecting 
'the continuity that prevailed from 
year to year, With never more 
than one new council member 
elected at any particular time, 
that new person generally went 
along with the prevailing posi- 
tions, he said. 

He describes the personality 
differences and divergent view- 
points as healthy. “Some issues 
get personal, bu‘: over the years. 
most city councils worked well,” 
He states that after the final vote, 
the dissenting council 
usually came together to support 
the decisions of the majority. 

Weiderfe!ld would like to see 
more involvement in city issues 
by Greenbelt East and ©srinzhill 
Lake residents. He thirks the 
new community cer‘er ard «he in- 
door pool will draw these diverse 
communities together. “I want to 
tring cthers into the city. I 
want them to feel entiusiastic, to 
serve on advisory ‘boards and 
community organizations.” 

Greenbelt Is Great 

“We have a caring community, 
and a high level of service,” he 
continues. “I haven’t found any 
place as great as Greenbelt.” 
Even people you disagre2 with 
on issues do so out of strong 
feelings of service to the commun- 
ity.” he adds, 

From caring about one »°~* of 
town’s having its own recreation 
center, he has moved toward a 
view of the city nct unlike that 
of its creator, Franklin De‘ano 
Roosevelt. In 19386 Reosevelt 
said, “I have seen the blueprints 
for this project and have teen 
greatly interested, but the actual 
sight itself exceeds anything I 
ever dreamed of.”

The Greenbelt vol- 
unteers not only provide their 
services. but they also help by 
working with the community in 
education. by offering the GED 
program, This helps people get 
their lives back on track and 
gives them a chance to earn 1 
high school diploma. 


I spoke with Joanna Gimble, 
who is in charge of education, 
and I explained that I am legally 
blind and was taking a corres- 
pondence course to receive my 
high school diploma. I requested 
that a volunteer come to my 
home and assist me in reading. 
Even though my situation was 
different they were able to meet 
my needs. 


Their sincere interest and sup- 
port surprised and moved me. 
I do not know if it was because 
I am legally blind and I was de- 
termined to do this. or if it was 


just the determination itself. The | 


volunteers came to my home *%o 
read and on occasion to teach me. 
when I was challenged by a tough 
suyject like math. The volunteers 
are made up of retired persons. 
high szhool and college students. 
scme of whom are volunteering 
for credits for a class. I found 
it very rewarding to see Green- 
belt students doing this type of 
work, There are many bad things 
that you hear about teenagers 
these days and instead we need 
to turn that around and give 
credit to the good ones that 
work in Greenbelt as volunteers. 
The retired people that want to 
give back to their community 
after having already reared a 
family, are truly the unsung 
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heroes of our city 

To say [I appreciate the ef- 
forts of Joanna and her staff 
seems like such a little word. 
They have enabled me to be 
hired as an employee and to 
receive my high school diploma 


Although they did not receive 
money, they did get a feeling of 
knowing that they had heiped 
another human being and a sense 
of doing a good thing. It is ali 
about a feeling of love for the 
ccmmunity and helping out oth- 
ers because some day that per- 
son my be you. :
